Chino Hills 
Park Study 


Yorba Linda Mayor Henry Wedaa 
feels that support tendered last 
week by the Board of Supervisors to 
a proposed Southern California 
Association of Governments (SCAG) 
study for a regional park in Chino 
Hills is a ‘positive step’’ against 
plans for an airport in the same area. 

Wedaa is leading a battle against 
an effort by four county cities to have

the federal government fund an 
airport study. 
At the same time, Wedaa 


admitted there are those, including 
airport proponents, who would feel 
that ‘‘open space in the form of a 
large park would be great for the 
airport.’ The farther away the 
airport is from homes the better, 
Nedaa noted. 

Nevertheless, the mayor sees 
several agencies getting together 
‘recognizing that wilderness areas 
are getting scarce’ as a positive 
factor in the airport skirmish. 

The proposed park study would 
involve, besides agencies mention- 
ed, San Bernardino, Riverside and 
Los Angeles Counties, State and the 
U.S. Department of the Interior. 

The latter unit has said in a report 
that the Chino and Puente Hills 
“repre: ent a last chance for regional 
park a quisition and land use 
regulati 


for open space.”’

The matter of the Associate 
Planner who was fired from his job 
for allegedly removing certain signs 
that were on public property in 
violation of City ordinances has 
taken another turn, this time for the 
worse.

The four-to-one vote against 
reinstatement came after only an 
hour and a half of discussion by the 
Board on this complex case. 

Their decision, which seemed 
arbitrary and _ capricious, was 
directly opposed to Hearing Officer 
Greene’s thoughtful recommend- 
ation reached after seven days of 
intensive hearings and volumes of 
evidence. 

It appeared that the Board had 
their minds made up prior to their 
hearing on the matter. 

OCEA is upset at the apparent 
petty and vengeful actions that the 
Personnel Board made in an attempt 
to vindicate management’s initial 
poor handling of this matter. 

Simonian said the publication is 
‘informational, meant to pacify the 
county employees and assure them 
their money is being put to good use. 

“It is a one sided article,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘that didn’t = say 
management was justified on the 
action it took. There was a lot more 
to the decision than what the hearing 
officer recommended.”’

Park Dedication 


Orange County’s Tenth Regional 
Park is slated for grand opening on 
December, 16, at Il a.m. at the park 
site, east of Imperial Highway on the 
north bank of the Santa Ana River in 
Anaheim, according to Ralph A. 
Diedrich, chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors. 

The public is invited to the 
dedication and Yorba park will be 
open for public use. 

Under construction since last 
June, the park has been officially 
designated as Orange County's 
Bicentennial Year project. 

More than 100 acres are included 
in the first phase, with another SO 
acres to be added in the near future, 
Diedrich said. 

Included in facilities available are 
a series of lakes connected by 
running streams for fishing and 
model boating, with streams 
accessible for wading. 

Some 250 picnic tables, shade 
structures, miles of bicycle and

FUHSD in 
Opposition 


The possible unification of the 
Yorba Linda School District has been 
accepted for study purposes by the 
Orange County Commitee on School 
District Organization. 

That step was taken last week by 
the committee after the request of 
the local district was submitted at a 
public hearing in La Habra. 

The committee met there because 
La Habra groups are also requesting 
a similar study. Both moves, if 
eventually approved, would split the 
two districts away from the Fullerton 
Union High School District. 

Trustee Gerald Rost presented 
the YLSD position which was 
strongly opposed by the FUHSD 
board. 

Rost pointed out that the 
semi-rural, unincorporated village 
of 10-14 years ago, with about 250 
high school students, bussed to 
Fullerton, has changed due to rapid 
growth. 

Utilizing a map of the area 
Rost made several points: 

‘‘As you can see, Yorba Linda 
Elementary School District stu- 
dents who eventually attend 
Fullerton Union High School 
District do so from an island. This 
island was created many years 
ago when Placentia Unified and 
Brea-Olinda Unified School Dis- 
tricts were formed. 
“The Placentia Unified School 
District surrounds Yorba Linda 
Elementary School District on 
three sides. Brea-Olinda also 
abuts the Yorba Linda Elementary 
School District to the north, but 
this is an oil area and is uninhabi- 
ted. The closest significant stu- 
dent attendance area from Brea is 
several miles to the west of this 
area. 

“The main traffic corridor be- 

tween the Yorba Linda Elemen- 

tary School District area to Troy 

High School, where all students 

attend, has become a very high 

density corridor in recent years. 

“It currently involves passing 

through somewhere between 12

Favors Church 


To The Editor: 
In your paper of Dec. vice 
appeared in opposition to the 
building of a church in Yorba Linda. 
I never thought I would see such 
things in this community. How far 
does the pendulum have to swing? 

We try to teach our children the 
principle upon which this country 
was founded and their parents are 
down at meetings protesting the 
‘building of churches. Then they go 
home and watch the news and ask 
what has happened to the morals of 
our society. 

I didn’t hear anybody complaining 
about traffic flow patterns when the 
school was built across the street. It 
has daily traffic. 

I am glad some people built their 
churches in this community before it 
became fashionable to protest 
everything the planning commission 
tries to do. Especially since those 
churches generally only have one 
street going by them! 

It is ludicrous. to try to lead 
intelligent people to believe that ten 
Mormons don’t live within five miles 
of that site but it is a reflection of 
their research methods. It also casts 
aspersions on the validity of their 
‘‘petition’’. 

There are easily 500 Mormons 
within five miles of that site and this 
is conservative. Right now they all 
have to drive to another community 
(Placentia) to attend their sewices. 

Half of this number live within 
three miles of that site and I’d be 
willing to bet half of those cauld 
easily walk to that site and would 
love to. 

Since it seems to be alright to 
make assumptions in this section of 
the paper, I would be willing to make 
a few of my own. 

I would say that many of the 
people who are against a church in 
the neighborhood are sorry to see 
that great free riding arena over 
there turn into a place of worship. 
Perhaps if the ‘‘no trespassing’’ 
signs had gone up there years ago 
there might not be so much 
opposition. 

Those narrow streets will be 
widened. The building will be 
beautiful. Has anyone asked to see 
the renderings? Not if they think 
there are only ten Mormons in town. 

Yes, I am a Mormon and I am 
getting pretty tired of ‘‘citizens’’ 
violating my right to worship in the 
community I live in and my property 
rights. We pay our taxes in this 
community and we serve it as well as 
other residents. 

If you signed that petition and you 
go to church in this community then 
you should take a long hard look at 
just what you believe in. 

If nothing else I think those people 
should come out and state their real 
reasons for not wanting a church on 
that site. It is getting difficult to buy 
some of the reasons that seem to 
crop up all the time. 

When you put as much time and 
effort into getting the facts as the 
planning commission does then you 
can protest with some integrity. 

I am beginning to think there are 
elements in the community that 
would turn all responsibility over to 
the city council and do away with all 
the commissions. That would spread 
it even thinner. 

We can all talk of and sign 
petitions. Some people will sign 
anything. The truth is that only one 
side was presented door to door. 

It just may be that the ‘‘other 
side’’ was too busy doing all the 
things it takes to build a beautiful 
church very much within five miles 
of where they live. It is indeed a time 
to think about where our efforts are 
really being directed and by whom.

I feel I must respond to the letter 
written by Mrs. R.D. Challacombe 
(Dec. 8) concerning the building of a 
chapel by the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints. She states that 
“Only approximately 10 mormons 
live within 5 miles of the Church site 
and less than S within three miles.”’ 

I am afraid she is surrounded by 
many more mormons than she is 
aware. There are more than 2,500 
Latter Day Saints, or mormons, 
living within five miles of the Church 
site on Ohio Street. 

Of these, about 800, who live 
within two miles of the church site, 
will use the new building. This 
represents about 209 families. 

Mrs. Challacombe also pleads 
that we help her keep her residential 
area. Perhaps she does _ not 
understand that it is the intent of the 
City of Yorba Linda that homes and 
churches be built together. The 
Church can only locate in a 
residential area because of the 
City’s zoning laws. 

The building has been delayed for 
more than a year now. The land is 
ours, the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints has owned this 
property for 13 years. We need a 
place for our worship services and 
we want to build our chapel. 

We don’t understand why we 
should be denied the use of our own 
land, which we have allowed the 
neighborhood to use freely for all 
these years. 

We have patiently exhausted all 
alternatives. If this City has any 
sense of religious freedom and 
justice, it should allow us to build 
our chapel on our own land.

It's a pretty far-out set of 
circumstances when the chairperson 
accused the Committee of having a 
secret meeting when that meeting 
was on aregular workshop night and 
there was Planning Commission 
material as well as a proposed poster 
contest to work on. 

Couldn't Rogers keep his calendar 
straight? Or was it that Rogers was 
still smarting from a very recent 
rebuke from the Committee? (He’d 
have been ousted from his chair had 
Councilperson Groot not rushed to 
his defense). 

Rogers is really kicking up some 
dust over something! Me thinks he 
protests too much! Is he using the 
Beautification Committee as a rung 
on the ladder to an_ eventual 
Planning Commission appointment 
-- or a Council seat -- or even the 
Supervisors’ position? Naw, not 
him! He’s just a _ dedicated 
worker--isn’t he? 

And how did Ron McRoberts 
(Groot’s former campaign chair- 
man) get in the act? His public 
put-down of the Beautification 
Committee was a little peculiar. 


Especially since (I hear) he’s 
bucking for a Planning Commission 
‘spot, too. 


It was really big of him to offer 
those ‘‘unbiased’’ words on behalf 
of 4/5’s of the Council. Was it 
necessary? I’ve been told he was 
already a shoo-in for a Planning 
Commission seat. 

I still cannot believe the ruckus 
being raised over trivial matters, 
especially since no one paid any 
attention until about six or eight 
months ago. And why just pick on 
the Beautification Committee? 
There are other committees in the 
City--are they perfect? 

Somehow, I don’t think that is the 
point. I kind of suspect that the 
Beautification Committee rocked 
the City’s cozy little boat--and that’s 
a no-no! 

The committee is ‘‘controversial’’ 
(isn’t that great!!!) because 
members tried to protect lovely old 
trees, spoke up for well designed

and 15 stop lights. It now encom- 

passes some six shopping areas 

and transects the Orange Freeway 
and also is directly adjacent to one 
major university (Cal State 

Fullerton), one optomertry 

school, and one law school. 

‘‘There are now about 1200-1300 

students from our island who 

attend Troy High School. 

‘Three high schools are now 

closer to the Yorba Linda island 

than Troy High School. All of 
them are located in the Placentia 

Unified School District. They are 

Valencia (which has been there for 

a number of years), and the newer 

schools are El Dorado and Es- 

peranza High Schools.’’ 

Rost then recounted the two and 
one-half years of fruitless and 
unproductive negotiations to at- 
tempt to affect annexation with the 
Placentia Unified School District 
which would also have effected the 
FUHSD. 

He concluded with: ‘‘For years 
high school education of Yorba 
Lindans in Fullerton was an 
acceptable arrangement. With the 
very rapid growth of North Orange 
County, and especially the corridor 
between Yorba Linda island and 
Troy High School, this arrangement 
has become impractical. Continued 
growth of Yorba Linda appears 
assured. Our board trusts that you 
will give favorable consideration to 
our study request.’’ 

Sheldon Houts, FUHSD board 
president argued against the 
unification requests. Among points 
he made in a léngthy statement 
were: 

‘The board has several grave 
concerns about the merits of the 
pending proposals to fragment the 
high school district at this time by 
means of the proposed unifications.. 

“The board is concerned about 
what it considers to be the dire 
consequences of these two proposed 
unifications, whether considered 
separately or together. The primary 
concern is over the effect these 
unifications would have on the 
approximately 14,500 secondary 
students in the high school district 
and their existing educational 
program. 

‘But, additionally, the board's 
grave concerns about the adverse 
effect...on the local cost of public 
education, on the existing capability 
to provide equal educational 
opportunity to all students, on the 


district's hard won academic 
reputation and community and 
nationwide identity and on _ the 


district's 1175 certificated and 
classified employees must all be 
addressed.”’ 


Portions of ‘‘major concerns”’ 
which Houts summarized are 
quoted: 


Education programs - ‘‘Smaller 
high schools or school districts 


will find it difficult or impossible 
to provide such comprehensive 
curricular and co-curricular pro- 
grams. The taxpayers of smaller 
districts will have to pay more 
taxes to provide the educational 
options they now have, and some 
options now available will not be 
possible because their schools and 
and district will be too smalL”’ 
Financial support - ‘‘...a fragmen- 
tation of the high school district, 
as proposed, would make it diffi- 
cult to provide a comparable high 
quality education...without the 
districts levying a higher property 
tax rate and/or obtaining consi- 
derable additional support from 
the State of California.”’ 
Salary schedule - ‘‘To place 
personnel on such single salary 
schedules would substantially 
increase the cost of elementary 
education in the newly unified 
districts. That substantial in- 
crease in cost would be reflected 
in a high revenue limit per ele- 
mentary student and would have 
to be borne by the local and state- 
wide taxpayers. 
‘‘Another significant cost...would 
be the increased expense of build- 
ing, maintaining and operating 
secondary school facilities... This 
increased cost factor is especially 
pertinent to the Yorba Linda 
proposed unification.” 
Revenue limit - ‘‘The revenue 
limit...could and probably would 
increase due to the exercise of the 
authority...to levy a local tax up to 
the high school revenue limit for 
the total educational program, 
which would almost certainly 
result in an increased local 
property tax.”’ 

Effect on Troy High - ‘‘...there are 

approximately 1200 students from 

the Yorba Linda School District 
attending Troy High School where 
the total student body numbers 

2492. The proposed change in the 

YLSD organization could have a 

devastating effect..."’ 

Effect on personnel - ‘‘The pro- 

posed unification of the YLSD 

could create a surplus in the high 

school district of approximately 52 

certificated and 18 classified 

employees, because the newly 
unified district would not be ob- 
ligated to employ any of them. 

This, in turn, could require whole- 

sale employee dismissals.’’ 

In conclusion, Houts _ stated: 
‘...the board believes it to be vital 
that a thorough written study be 
made not only of the effect of the 
proposed unifications on each of the 
proposed unified districts but also of 
the effect...upon the rest of the 
Fullerton Joint Union High School 
District...it is also deemed essential 
that all voters in the FUHSD be 
allowed to vote if either of the 
unification proposals reaches the 
election stage.”’
